We have before us the balance sleet 
of the Obina Inland Mission for the 
year onding 31st Mnrob, 1882, from 
which it appears that the gross receipts 
of the Society for the preceding twelve 
months were Ils. 33,086.08. OF this 
sum, however, only about one-half was 
expendod iu salaries to the mi 
the rest being used for various othor 
purposes, full particulars of which are 
given, There are, it seems, sixty-eight 
missionaries on the staff of the associn- 
tion, twenty-eight of whom are married 
—or, in all, ninety-six adults, Sume 
of them are, wo understand, self-sup- 
porting or maintained by special grants 
from friends at home, but as childron 
havenotbeen taken intoaccount,oue may 
suppose that about 150 persons are 
dependent on for their livelitood upon 




















the Society ; a remarkable featare in the 
management of which is, that no stated 





stipends are paid to any of ite agents, 
only sufficient fands ‘being provided 
from time to time to meet their actual 
neoet The sum thus appropriated 
in 1881-1882 ia stated to be Tis, 
18,106.74, ie., barely Tls. 200 or £50 
peraunum, ahead, This is little enough 
for food and clothing in all conscience, 
and issufficient denial in the presentonse 
of tho assertion so often made, geuerally 
by the way by persona who aro littie 
conversant with tlie subject, that mis. 
siouaries live on the fat of the land, 
The headquarters of the China Iulaud 
Mission in China are at Ohefoo, where 
the Soviety owns extensive premises, 
‘They consist of « medical dispensary 
for natives with acoommodation’ for 
about twenty in-door pationts,a building 
ased as a sanatorium for sick mission. 
» and ® house for the Resident 
Superintendent of the Society in Chiun, 
There are also two detached buildings, 
the one until recently used as a school 
for boys, the other for girls ; but Inrgec 
rises having been recently ereated, 
onpable of accommodating about hun. 
dred scholars with dormitories for about 
Inlf that number, the former will 
shortly be turned into a school-room for 
Eurasian children, the sepnrate estab. 
lishment for girla remaining anobunged, 
With no endowment, and dependent 
almost entirely upou voluntary contrie 
butions for support, it is really astonish 
ing to see what progress this Society Las 
undo in the past seventeen years, Prob. 
ably any one who bnpponed to be on 
the Shanghai Band in the autumn of 
1866, and saw the batch of mia+ 
sionnries that oame out first laud after 
their long sea-voyage in the good old 
ship Lammermuir, would have been’ in- 
olined to predict that they did not 
appear to be the olass of persons likely 
to regenerate the heathen, or to 
suoceed in making very many tena 
of converts out of China’s millions, 
Bat results have proved quite oth 
wise, and we are in a position to 
state that although death oarried off 
soveral members of that little band, and 
others wore compelled by long oon- 
tinued sickness to withdraw, there 
are many still labouring in tho great 
work to which they have devoted their 
lives, and to prosecute whioh they have 
abjared so many of the comforts of 
civilised society, Nor have their Inbours 
been in vain, as any ono who will take 
the trouble to visit their stations oan 
testify. It was a bold stroke and one 
that few would have dared to attempt 
iu the face of the opposition raised to ib, 
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whioh the energetic founder of the now 
well known China Inland Missiou 
proposed to inaugurate when he struck 
out an entirely new course in mission- 
ary work. Instead of bringiug out 
moan who had gone through what is 
considered a necessary course of train- 
ing forevangolistic life, he seems to have 
taken almost any that offered them- 
selves, provided be was satisfied as to 
the sincority of their motives. ‘I'hen, 
after their arrival in this country, he 
did not, as is commonly done, leave 
them to study the language with a 
teacher at one of the treaty ports till they 
had gained sufficient proficiency in it 
to make themselves understood, but at 
once sont them away into the interior, 
where, he thought, necessity would com- 
pel them to acquire it much sooner than 
they would be likely to do when mixing 
with their own countrymen, We canuot 
help thinking ourselves that the policy 
was a very hazardous one, and instances 
have been brought under our notice 
which prove it, in some instances, to 
have been attended with humiliating 
and Indiorous results. Wo do not be- 
lieve that a missionary is likely to do 
moro than incar ridicule aud probably 
get into very awkward scrapes, who 
plangos into the depths of an unknown 
couutry, not one word of whose language 
he can understand. This, howover, 
scems to have been akin to Mr. 
‘Taylor’s principles throughout, particu- 
Jarly those which influenced his selection 
of men for earnestiess of motive, to the 
entire oxclusion of auy cousideration 
of their fitness by oulture and education 
for denling with a cultured and educat- 
ed people. It is, however, only fair to 
to that although sincerity of motive 
a factor held to be indispensable 
in selecting persons for the Mission 
work, it is not the only oue taken 
into account, several whose motives 
were above suspicion not having been 
accepted. But of course we must go 
by results, and (ake Mr, ‘Taylor's 
word for it Uhnt the results have beon 
satisfactory. About the single honrted- 
ness of Lis missionary staff we think 
thore can be no question, It was ex- 
pected that the sacrifices domanded 
from them would be too great, the 
isolation from the society they had beou 
accustomed to, proving more than even 
tho most ardent would aubmit to; but 
‘& glauce at the situation of the majority 
of the stations of the Iuland Mission 
will show that Protestant missiouaries 
quite as thoroughly as those of other 
oreeds are to be found willing to go 
wherever a souse of duty towards their 
God, or love for their fellow-creatures, 
calls them. Oue thing more wo think 
commendable in the management of 
the China Inland Mission, aud that 
is, the poiut made by the Director of 
the Society that ns many as possible of 
those connected with him should have 
® knowledgo of the use of simple 
medicines, 80 that while endeavouring 
to do good to the moral and spiritual 
natares of the Chinese around them, 
they should at (he eame time be able 























to minister to the relief of their bodily 
ailments. however a great pity 
that Ohina’s Millions, the organ of the 
Inland Mission, should be made the 
vebicle of so much absurdity, We do 
not like to use harsh words in speaking 
of any praiseworthy object and its pro- 
moters; but the pablication before us 
is filled so full of what we can only 
call ‘cant’ that it provokes ridicule 
whore it might enlist much sympathy. 
Let us hear all about the Chinese and 
their benefactors, by all means. Bat 
surely such information can be im- 
parted without the constant lagging-in 
of sacred names and allusions which 
are rendered absolutely grotesque by 
the immediate context, Mr. Adams of 
Kin-bua, in writing-an account of the 
Feast of Lanterns, speaks of it as “one 
of those methods which Satan adopts 
to delude the poor people.” Mr. King, 
whose letters tho editor publishes 
“with joy,” informs his readers that 
“ God has granted us a house” at He 
an Fu, and that “the Lord found a 
surety for us” ina friend of Mc. Ho, 
Ho speaks gushingly of the “dear, 
kind, affable, courteous Sheusi mon,” 
and gronus over the thought Low few 
of them will meet him in heaven. 
“Ob!” exclaims a Mr, Thompson, “I 
wish I were filled with the Holy 
Spirit.” A Indy missionary, describing 
a walk through Ju-niug Fa in a letter 
to a friend, tells ber bow afraid she was 
Jest sume stones that were being thrown 
iu the direction of th arty “should 
fall on baby and burt her;” and how she 
gave directions to her China-boy to be 
very caréfal and protect tho baby’s 
head, As we are not treated to any of 
the usual nursery details, it is perhay 
not taking too hopeful a view of the 
geueral welfare of the Mission to con- 
clade that all the infants and their 
mammas are pretty well. Iu the fol- 
lowing instance the credit of au opium. 
cure is very impartially apportioned 
between soience and the Almighty, as 
well as the division of Inbour in pro- 
duving the desired resalt. By use of 
Mr. Eason’s electric machine we suc- 
ceeded in restoring consciousness, and 
by God's help the poor womau’s life 
was saved.”

Our readers no doubt remember a 
serious disturbance that took place some 
time ago at Wu-ch'ang, arising from an 
alleged insult offered to a small military 
officer by a civil mandarin. We now hear 
from native sources that P’éng Yii-lin aud 
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Li Han-chang have been deputed at Peking 
to proceed to the scene of the riot and in- 
the affair, and that two yaméns 
have been prepared for their reception by 
the Che-hsien of the district. 
ghiai city magistrate despatched 
of the city police together with 
‘a corps of constables to Soochow on board 
a native gunboat, to bring Shun Fu, 
the Quangso Road murderer, down to 
Shanghai. Ho was brought from Soochow 
to this port yesterday afternoon, and was 
Tanded at the jetty. ‘The procession 
was something imposing ; the entire city 
police force rode in jinrickshas, while the 
risoner was mounted on a wheelbarrow, 
eavily manacled, with a large-sized iron 
chain around his neck. A party of soldiers 
walked by the wheelbarrow, while th 
subaltern together with the native chief o 
police rode on horseback bringing up the 
rear, We are unable to give an account 
of the trial held last night at the Che- 
hsion’s yamen, in thi: ins's issue, as 
at the time of our writing His Worship had 
not opened his Uourt, A Chinese corres- 
pondent says that mandarins are accus- 
tomed to investigato heavy criminal cases, 
ospecially murder trials, by night, A night 
trial does not draw a large crowd, and it 
Jends a ghost-like appearance to all the 
proceedings as the runners with inst 
ments of torture flit about in the flickering 
light of the dimly burning candles, and 
the lengthened shadows of unnatural size 
suggest the appearance of the victim's 
ayonging spirit. Sometimes a faint-hearted 
murderer confesses without a sing! 
from the bamboo, and the magistrates, often 
failing to extort confession by torture, gain 
their ond by appealing to the ghost of the 
victim, who, it is said, will compel the 
as if in a trance, 
tragedy in the Quangse 
Road, the Chinese seem to have had as- 
snssination on the brain. A few days ago 
we heard a most circumstantial account of 
how a woman had murdered her husband 
near the Bubbling Woll ; and there is no 
doubt that the natives were greatly exc 
about it, ‘Thero is every reason to bel 
that the whole story was a pure fabric 
tion; and now another has beon 
foot, tho principal feature in which i 
tho murderer cut up his victim into six 
pieces. We have been unable to trace it to 
aiy'trustworthy source, and, except that 
it has held its ground now for three days, 
there seems no reason for believing in its 
authenticity.

Chinese contention is to the effect that a 
secret understanding exists between Sir 
‘Thomas Wade and the Tsung-li Yamén, by 
virtue of which English cables may be laid 
in Chinese waters but not landed on Chinese 
ahores ; though no objection would be made 
to the shore-end being placed on board a 
ship or floating hulk, and xorked in the 
usual manner. We are also assured by 
Mr, G. J, Helland that no conimunica- 
tion, telegraphic or otherwise, has taken 
place between Li Hung-chang and_ the 
management of the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company, which, on the contrary, 
has remained quite passive in the matter. 
Qther facts have also boon brought te our 























notice, but these we are not at liberty to 
state at present. 

‘The city magistrate held an inquest on 
Saturday over a dead body found in a 
stagnant pool somewhere near Sikamei. 
The deceased was very respectably dressed, 
and to all appearance a man of means, 
‘There was some indication of foul play, as 
there was along handkerchief round the 
neck of the body, aud it seemed probable 
that the man had been strangled before he 
was thrown into the pool. ‘The Chinese 
expert, however, reported it to be a case 
of suicide, and ‘the magistrate gave his 
verdict according to the report. 

‘Au old firm Cha Sen Hun which has 
catried on a large business as lorcha 
owners for a hundred years or moro failed 
on Tuesday last. ‘Their liabilities are about 
Taels 200,000, and the lorchas which are 
still the property of the firm represent 
some sixty per cent: of tliat amount. ‘The 
suspension is entirely due to bad trade 
since the ‘introduction of steamers in 
Chinese waters, aud on the Quast. It is ex- 
pected that a compromise sill be come to 
with the creditors, if that has not already 
been arrived at.

‘THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

In- England the history of the past 
year has been overclouded by troubles 
of a kind which have, unfortanately, 
become much too familiar daring re- 
cout years—disturbanoes in Irelaud and 
difficulties in Eastern Europe. The 
gloom has, however, beou relieved by 
the it success of our arms in 
Egypt, aud by a decided, though some- 
what uneven, revival of trade at home, 
The difficulty of the task which was 
set before General Wolseley and Ad- 
miral Seymour may, of course, be 
ensily oxaggorated, but though our 
neighbours may have some ground for 
accusing us of having, at home, some- 
what over-glorified our success, the 
thoroughness and the despatch with 
which Arabi’s rebellion was crashed by 
English troops has certainly added to 
prestige, and has eubanced 
the reputation of our couutry in tho eyes 
of those nations to whom military power 
appeals with moreeffeotthancommercial 
prosperity and political good faith. 

In {roland the outlook, though far 
brighter than at the beginning of the 
past year, is, unhappily, still troubled.

eoald be expected from sons of Erin, 
The landlords, it need hardly bo said, 
were uot so well satisfied; and early 
in the year they gave expression to 
their discontent at a mouster mestiog in 
Dablin, appealing loudly for pity on the 
poor landlords. As the mouths wore 
on, the population generally became 
more tranquil, but the “ Moonlightera” 
and other emissaries of seorat sovietios 
remained as active as ever, and the 
Government, in May, announced a 
change of policy. ‘Thousands of tenants 
had been anable to take advantage of 
the Land Act on acconut of the irre. 
mediable state of debt to their laud. 
lords into which they bad sunk, and it 
was proposed to assist these with money 
from the Church Sarplus Fand. Such 
of the suspects imprisoned under the 
Coercion Act as wore not believed to 
be direotly guilty of acts of violence— 
inclading, of course, Messrs. Parnell, 
Dillon and O'Kelly—were to be re. 
ed, and severe measures wore to bo 
taken to prevent agrarian crimes in 
the future. Mr. Forster, the Chief 
Secretary for Iroland, being uuable to 
concur in the release of the Land 
League leaders, withdrew from his 
office and from the Government, and 
Lord Cowper, the Lord Lientouant of 
Ireland, also resigned. The appoint. 
ment of Lord Spencer, who had 
formerly earned popularity as Viceroy 
of Ireland, to the office ited by Earl 
Cowper, and of Lord Frederick Caveu- 
h to the Seoretaryship for Ireland, 
in the placo of one so cordially disliked 
as Mr, Forater had been by the Irish, 
was hailed as a happy augury of o 
botter state of fesling between the two 
countries, The illusion was, however, 
rudely dispelled by the shocking 
tragedy which was enacted in brond 
daylight in a frequented part of 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the very day 
on which the new Lord Lientenant 
wasiustalled. The barbarous assassina- 
tion of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke, the permanent Under. 
seoretary for Ireland, aud the escape 
of the murderers, oreated in England 
an intense feeling of indignation against 
the party of disorder in Ireland, and 
much of this feeling uaturally reflected 
itself upon the Irish poople generally. 
‘The new policy of the Government in 
regatd to Ireland was at once modified. 
The Prevention of Crime Bill, which 
was to have followed the Arrears of 
Rent Bill, was immediately brought 
before Parliament, and the severity of 
its provisions, in the shape in which it 
passed into law, is no doubt due in 
some moensare to the tragedy of 
Pheonix Park. Bat while devoting them. 
selves to the tnsk of restoring order in 
Ireland, the Government did not ne- 
glect to continae the great work of 
land law reform, which they had began 
in the previous year. Before the end 
of the Parliameutary Session, the 
Arrears of Rent Bill, in apite of the 
strong opposition of the House of Lords, 
became law, Althongh the history of 






















































the remainder of the year was di 
by further acts of bratal violence, 
the country gradually beoame quieter, 
In Angust these crimes oulmiuated in 
the horrible murder of « family of five 
persons—a man named Joyce, his wife, 
ter, and sou—by a band 
8. Terrible though this 
was the meaus of showing a 
marked advance towards respect for the 
law among the people generally, The 
worst feature in most of the preceding 
outrages was the fact that the oriminals 
wore effectually shielded from justice, 
aud that no assistance was rendered by 
the Irish people to the officers of tho 
law in tracing the criminals to their 
hiding places. In tho case of tho 
Maamtrasna outrage, however, the 
efforts of the police wore aided by the 
inhabitants of the districts, aud all 
the assassins were eventually brought 
to justice, and, with the exception of 
two, who tarned Queen's Hyidence, 
sontenoed to death, 

Towards the end of 1881 the difii- 
culties imposed upon the British Gov- 
ernment by the unsettled condition of 
Ireland were enbanoed by theappearance 
of troubles in Egypt, and at the dawn of 
the new year these trou! grow. 
ing apace, ‘The party in that country 
called by its friends the National Party, 
and by its opponents the Military Party, 
with Arabi at their head, were striv- 
ing hard to undermine the power of 
the Khedive, and to free their country 
from European control. France, then 
under the leadership of M. Gambetta, 
joined heartily with Eugland in prosent- 
ing firm front against the’ preten- 
sions of Arabi and his supporters, Step 
by step Arabi advanced his p 5: 
With the army at his back he found 
it ensy to obtain from the Khedivo 
the office of Minister of War, and in 
this position he soon assamed tho atti 
tude of dictator to the Khedive, the 
Chamber of Notables, and the country 
gouerally, European interests in Egypt 
were placed in great danger, aud the 
personal safety of the foreign residents 
was threatened. Iu May @ combined 
English and French flect was despatoh- 
ed to Alexandria, In the meantime, 
however, a chauge of Government had 
place in France. The people, 

aving the Tanisian campaign frosh 
in their minds, showed themselves 
strougly averse to anything in the 
shape of a military expedition, and 
although there was no break in the 
cordial relations between that country 
aud England, it gradually became 
evident that if it should be found 
necessary to use force in restoring 
order in Egypt, the work would, in 
all probability, be left to Hogland, or 
to England and Turkey. On the 11th 
June occurred the terrible massacre of 
Europeans at Alexandria, and a month 
Inter, Arabi having repeatedly dia- 
regarded or defied the orders of the 
English admiral that he should stop 
the continuance of works of fortifica- 
tion which were being raised as 8 













































menage to our fleet, Alexandria wag 
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bombarded. Daring all this time a 
Conference, consisting of representa- 
‘tives of all the Great European 
Powers, had been sitting at Coustau- 
tinople, and repeated attempts were 
made to induce the Saltan, as Suzerain 
of Egypt, to use his power and infla- 
ence in upholding the authority of the 
Khedive and repressing the rebellious 
conduct of Arabi and his followers. 
The policy of the Porte wns, however, 
characterised as usual by wenknese, 
vacillation, procrastitiation and bad faith, 
and it was with great relief that Eag- 
lishmen heard that their troops were 
not to be encumbered with Turkish aid 
in the suppression of Arabi’s rebellion.

‘The Bombardment of Alexandria took 
place on the 11th July, and on the 18th 
Soptomber, Arabi Pasha was’ a pri- 
soner in the hands of General Drury 
Lowe, and the rebellion was at an end, 
‘Arabi was subsequently tried, found 
guilty, and banished to Ceylon. Much, 
of course, still remains to be done in 
the way of placing the government of 
Egypt aud its relations with Europe 
ou a satisfactory basis, and this task 
the British Government, in conj 
tion with that of Egypt, bas now in 
hand. 

1 Parliament, almost tho entire 
aossion was devoted to the affairs of Ire 
land, and a review of the speech from 
the throne at the opeuing of the session 
reveals the disappointing speotacle of a 
long list of important measures, not a 
single one of which passed into Ins. 
Tho neo: for some such reform in 
the method of procedure in the House 
of Commons as that which was 
foreshadowed in the resolutions laid 
on the table of the House by Mr. 
Gladstone at ils first sitting, be- 
came more and more evident as the 
session wore on. The most important 
of these resolutions was, of course, that 
which embodied the cléture. ‘I'he Gov- 
erhment proposal was that, under ‘cer- 
tain conditions, when it should appear 
to the Speaker that the Honso, gone- 
tally were of opinion that the time fora 
division had arrived, the cléture might 
be voled by a bare majority. On all 
hands it was admitted that some cnr. 
tailment of the right of six hundred 
and fifty membors to speak indefinitely 
on svory sibject would have to be snb- 
mitted to, but atrong objection was felt 
by the Coriservatives, aud by’ some 
Liberal members, to the cldture in its 
absolate form. Ii the midst of the 
discussion, however, the murder of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish occurred, 
atid Irish affairs became so urgent that 
the question of Procedure had to be, 
for the time, eholyed. The Govern- 





























ment, however, wore determined that 
the paralysis under which the House 
was suffering should not last into an- 
other session, and the members were 
recalled to their duties in the autumn, 
after a very brief vacation, for the 
express purpose of dealing with the 
Procedure Rules. ‘The eldture in its 
simple form was adopted, and other 
rules of a moro technical character, 
but which will porhaps prove even 
more effective than that mensure in 
smoothing the passage of bills through 
the House, were placed upon the list of 
rales and standing orders. Although, 
therefore, the S mn of 1882 is, as 
regards the actual measnres passed, 
somewhat barron, the influence which 
this inlernal reform may bave upon 
the work of future sessions may render 
it one of the most imporlaut of recent 
years. Among the measures of domestic 
reform carried throngh Parliament 
during tho session, perhaps the most 
important was the Married Women’s 
Property Act, which completely secures 
to married women their private pro- 
porty and separate income, The ques- 
tion of the application of a religious 
test on the admission of members to 
Parliament was again before the House 
of Commons at the beginning of the 
session, when Mr. Bradlangh, the Seca- 
ist member for Northampton, again 
insisted on his right to take the oath 
and lis sent in the House, A resolu- 
tion was, however, despite the opposi- 
tion of the Government, passed, for- 
bidding him to take the oath, Fre- 
quent efforts on the part of the 
honourable member to obtain a satis- 
factory settlement of his claim to 
his seat proved unavailing, and Mr, 
Bradlaugh accordingly enacted a sceno 
which will become memorable in the 
annals of the House, In defiance 
of the vote which lind been passed, he 
advanced to the table of the House, ad- 
ministered the oath to himself, and took 
his seat. Ou the following day a resolu- 
tion expelling Mr. Bradlaugh from the 
Honse and declaring his seat vacant 
was adopted, but at the new election he 
was, for the third time, chosen Member 
for Northampton, Ho was, how- 

n forbidden Lo take the seat to 
itueuts had elected him, 
and there was considerable agitation 
throughout the country during the 
remainder of the year on the subject 
of the right of electors to choose their 
own representatives, and on the subject 
of religions tests, ‘The opening of the 
new session next month will probably 
seo a renewal in some form of Mr: 
Bradluugh’s attempt to enforce his 
claim, and itis to be hoped that a sal 
factory settlement of the question 
will be arrived at.

Early in March considerable alarm 
was caused in all parts of the world by 
the intelligence that a dastardly at- 
tempt had been made on the life of 
the Queen, A young man named 
Maclean, who afterwards proved to 
be of weak intellect, openly fired 
a loaded pistol at Her Mnjesty as sho 
was leaving Windsor railway station, 
It appears, however, that his object 
was rather to frighten the Queen, 
and to ‘excite a sensation, than to 
assassinate her. ‘Telegrams and ad- 
dresses of sympathy for the dangor 
to which Her Majesty nd beon 
exposed, and of congratulation on her 
ercnpe, poured in from all qaartors, 
The people of England had another 
opportunity of displaying their loyalty 
in the following month, when’ the 
marriage of is Royal Highness the 
Dake of Albany with her Serene 
Highness the Princess Helon of Wal- 
deck and Pyrmont, sister of the Qaeen 
of the Netherlands, was solemnised at 
Windsor with all the pagenntry and 
ceremony suitable to the occasion. An 
addition of £10,000 a year to the 
income of his Royal Highness was 
granted by Parliament, and a pension 
of £6,000 a year was sot apart for the 
Princess in the event of her surviving 
her husband. In December Hor Ma- 
jesty appeared in public to open the 
magnificent pile of buildings dediented 
to the administration of justice, in the 
Strand at London, which we owe to 
the geniue of Mr. George Edmund 
Streot, whose death, twelve months 
before the day on which his triamph 
was crowned, deprived Eugland of ono 
who will be ranked among her greatest 
architects, 

OF the many eminont Englishmen of 
whom we have been deprived by death 
during the year, one of the first to 
was the successfal novelist 
jam Harrison Ainsworth. His 
stories have met with some condem 
tion én the score of their engendering, 
in the minds of the young, too great du 
admiration for the heroes of the road, but 
their influenoe in this direction has ben 
much over-rated, aud his writings had 
good qualities which fully entitled 
them to the popularity they achieved, 
Mr. Dante Gabriel Rossetti, painter and 
poet, one of the little band of “ pre- 
Raphaclite brethren,” ly all of 
whom have risen td the highest rank 
in art or literature, died in April. 
In both of the brauches of art which 
he practised he has had a very wide 
influence on modern “culture.” Mr, 
Tamer Rico, who, in collaboration with 
Mr. Walter Besant, bas produced some 
of the most popular novels of receut 
yenrs, died in the same motith, and 
among the other poets and’ authors 
whose deaths we have: had to recotd 
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are the eminent novelist Anthony Trol- 
lope, and Mr. George Rose, better 
known under his pseudonym of “Arthur 
Sketchley,” the originator of the cele- 
brated “ Mrs. Brown,” whose views on 
almost every topic have given such 
widespread amusement. Henry Wad- 
sworth Longfellow and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson belong almost as much to 
England as to America, and a record 
of the deaths of English authors which 
omitted their names would seem in- 
complete. The same may be said, in 
modified degree, of Mr. Richard 
Honry Dana, the author of “ Two years 
before the Maat.” The world of Art 
has lost Sir Daniel Macnee, President 
of the Royal Scottish Academy, Mr. 
Johu Linuel, the famous Jaudscape 
painter, and Mr. Cecil Lawson, whose 
enrly death deprived the world of an 
artist of high genius and extraordinary 
promise, To sciénce the losses by 
doath last year wero unusually severe. 
Oharles Darwin, who died in the 
19th April, had, porhaps, done more 
for the progress of science gouerally 
than any other man of this century. 
His “Origin of Species” created a 
revolution in the whole course of scien- 
tifio thought. Professor Cliffe Leslie, 
the Political Economist on whom the 
mantle of John Stuart Mill had fallen, 
oxpired in January, and Inter in the 
ra sad accident caused the death 
He Professor Stanley Jevons, another 
omiuont writer in the same branch of 
soierice. Daring the year the deaths 
also ocourred of Sir Charles Wyville 
Thomson, the naturalist, and Professor 
E, M. Balfour, to whom we ove some 
most important discoveries in embryo- 
logy and comp atomy. High 
on the list of politicinus, statesmen aud 
lawyers who have gone over to the 
majority stands the name of Lord Fre. 
dorick Cavendish, to whose shocking 
murder we have already referred, The 
list also comprises Mr. Bernal Oaborne, 























Mr. Edwin James, perhaps moro dis- 
tinguished as an advocate than as a 
politician ; Sir ‘Thomas Erskine Perry, 
the colobrated Iawyer, for some years 
Chief Justice at Bombay ; Mr. Guildford 
Onslow, best remembered probably, for 
support of the “Tichborne Claim. 
fant” in the House of Commons; the 
Rt, Hon. Sir George Grey, whose dis- 
tinguished political careor dated back 
to the first Reform Bill; Sir John Hol- 
ker, who achieved the high distinction 
of being appointed toa Lord Justiceship 
of Appeal by thé lender of the political 
party which he had spent his Parlia- 
moutary career in opposing ; and Lord 
‘Tenterden, permanent Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs. Among divines and 
theologians the obituary list includes 
Archibald Campbell Tait, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Rev. Hugh Pearson, 
Canon of. Windsor, Mr. Jobu N. 
Darby, one of the founders of the sect 
known as Plymonth Brethren, and Dr. 
Pusey, the celebrated leader of the 
“Teactagian ” movement, out of which 
eprung Ritualism, Mr. Benjamin Web- 

















ster, the well-known actor, whose career 
on the stage extended over more than 
fifty years, died in July; and in the 
previous month we lost Mr. Scott 
Russell, the eminent engiueer, and ar- 
obitect of the Great Eastern steamship. 





‘THE EDUCATION REPORT. 
Tue Report drawn up by the Com- 
mittee appointed to investigaio the 
Educatioual condition of the Settle. 
ments reflects much credit upon the 
compilers for the impartiality and 
couscientionsness with which their 
enquiries have been carried out. They 
have visited all tho existing schools, 
and provided us with much valuable 
detail as to their drigin, their sources 
income, the managements under 
which they are carried on, the number 
of pupils educated in each institution, 
and other matters of interest ; adding, 
in the form of appendices, the prospec: 
tuses issued from the different schools 
The work has been well 
done, and the Committee are entitled 
to the thauks of the ratepayors for the 
tronble they lnve taken. “hey have, 
wo think, told us all they could; and 
if they have not told us quite all we 
should like to kuow it has been b 
cause it was not practicable to obtai 
fuller information, It would have 
beon more satisfactory could they have 
thrown somo light upon the actual 
courses of instruction given, and th 
discipline prevailing at the various 
schools they visited. A list of the sub. 
jects taught at any given establishment 
ns, of course, its value; but we suppose 
that only personalexperience and obs 
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intelligently—whetber the peculiariti 





of each scholar aro taken as a guide 
in determining the curriculum to which 
ho is subjected

whether a solid foundation is laid in 
the various branches of study before 
the loarner is permitted to proceed

“there are, unquestionably, a consider- 
able unmber of Protestant parents who 
object to having their children under 
the care of Roman Catholics, for the 
education of whom it is desirable that 
further school accommodation should 
be if possible provided;” adding (p. 14) 
that they think that an appeal to the 
commanity to assist in providing tho 
fands necessary, either to convert the 
Anglo-Chinese school into a public 
institution such as is now needed here, 
or to establish an entirely new school, 
might be made with succesefal results.’ 
Such, in brief, is the conclusion at which 
the Education Committee have arrived ; 
and we do not well seo how they could 
have arrived at any other. At present 
there are two permanent schools in 
Shanghai available for Earopoan boys 
—St. Xavier’s College and the Anglo- 
Chinese school. The question of making 
future educational provisions reste, 
however, outirely- bebweon enlarging 
the latter school and buildinga new one; 
it is, of course, impossible that it should 
lie between the latter school and the 
formor. The Committee, indeed, have 
recognised this fact in so marked 
‘a degree as not even to mention the 
two schools as possible rivals for public 
favour and tance. It would be 
as impossible for the Anglo-American 
Council to offer a subsidy to the 
French school as it would be for the 
managers , of the Fronch school to 
accept it. The Jesuit Fathers constitute 
porlinps tho richest community in the 
East, and would never dream of com- 
ing before the public in forma pauperis, 
Such a course would be incousistent 
their dignity and their policy 
alike. It would deprive them of all 
the independence they so much value, 
were they to accept a pony from the 
publio funds; for it is clear that the 
ouly grounds on which official assi 
ance could be given would be an 
the part of the 
Fathers, of the Counoil’s right to super. 
vise their accounts and even interfere in 
thoir domestic management, Besides, 
the Jesuit Fathers are missionari 
they are nothing. ‘They do not come 
to tonoh little Buglish boys 
dictation and arithmetic, but to oxtend 
the borders of the Church, and what- 
ever they do is with this object aud 
this alone. In any case, wo should 
hope that the Council would never pay 
them the poor compliment of offering 
them pecuniary assistance. If ever 
the edacatioual resources of the French 
Concession stand in need of help, let 
the French Council take steps to re- 
medy the defect; we, on this side, 
lave no more to do with such matters 
than we have with lighting the French 
streets, But we are very sure that 
uo French Council would commit such 
an offence against good taste as to 
offer money to members of the rich 
and powerful Society of Jesus.

‘Tan Yunnan dofaloation of public mouey 
has been the talk of China for months. 
‘Tie high position of the receivers of 
the missing treasure has excited publio 
interest, aud the delay in the investiga 
tion through the abseuce of witnesses 
who were necessary to the evidence, 
has kept the Imperial decision in pai 
ful suspense. Can men whose respon 
bilities as of State 
sorious,aud whose principles as disciples 
of Confucius aud Menoins are 80 good, 
bo-guilty of taking heavy bribes and 
appropriating to themselves that which 
belongs to the State? History answers, 
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yes. This bns often happened, and in 
the tale of the past there are many 
niiniaters and other high officials whose 
lives and acts are blacker than those 
mou who now rule China are supposed 
to be by public ramour. In Peking 
in the great street whiob ruus uorth 
and south from the Ha-ta Mén on the 


enst side of the palace, there ix, a mile 
and o half from that gate, little way- 
side temple dedicated to the God of 
Pet Dogs. Wheu these animals are sick 
this god is appealed to for aid. Au 
immense number of stuffed figures 
with black hair and shining eyes made 
of velvet, kerseymere, aud peltry of 
various sorts are piled up round the 
divinity, and are all open to public 
view on the Ist and 15th of the month. 
Opposite to this templo is the Lanthoru 
Market, which is anid to have revived 
its name from Yen Sung, one of the 
most corrupt ministers of state who ever 
disgraced the wonals of his native 
coantry. The house in which he lived 
in the sixteenth century'stands on the 
north side of this street fronted by a 
shady avenue of nonoias, along which 
the male-stud of the preseut occupant, 
— poi-tez, 80 called, by rauk,—may be 
met every fiue evening walking for 
exercise in the twilight. In this sha- 
ay spot there was, three centuries ago, 
all the state aud dignity of a Prime 
Minister, Here was stored up the 
gold and silver which he bad reocived 
in presents during his long official life 
of forty years. On the south wide of 
the street, an arrow’s flight to the east- 
ward, there is @ coal shop which bas 
carried on bi in coal throughout 
the intervening centaries, and consti.

Yen Sang was the most conspicuous 
among six corrupt servants of the 
state, whose biographies are inserted in 
the Ming history as a warning to offi- 
cialdom in later times. Here they 
stand in tho pillory of public condem- 
nation, pointed at fur ever by the finger 
vf scorn, He became in 1505 a doctor 
of literature and in 1528 juiut secret. 
ary of the Board of Ceremonies. Ho 
amased the young emperor by adroit 
flattery and lively poetical couceite. 
When his opinions did not please, be 
changed thew, and came out at the 
next audience on the emperor’s side. 
With this behaviour his fellow ministers 
were nut plensed, but he became a per- 
soual favourite of the emperor, and did 
not heed their dissatisfaction. At that 
time the Imperial Princes were scattered 
through the conutry each in a separate 
Province or territory, where, in cases of 









‘au urgent kind, they assisted the Gov- 
ernor and local magistrates in quelliug 
disturbances. When they appeared at 
"Court, Yen Sung expected presents from 
them and they thought it for their own 
interest to buy his assistance in speak~ 
ing well of them before the emperor. 
He lind no specially wise suggestions 
to offer in Council, but he was a 
dexterous aud diligent flattorer, aud 
contrived to keep himself in the Im. 
perial favour till he was eighty-four 
years old. He compnesed the death of 
many officers who opposed his plans, 
and did this by exciting the emperor's 
anger against them, His son Shi-fan 
also was dissolute aud dishonest, and 
equally fond with his father of receiving 
bribes. At that time the Japanese 
frequently made desoents on the cities 
of the Chinese coast, aud Yen Suvg’s 
son was obarged with being in seoret 
commanication with thom, He was a 
great collector of pictures and ow 
ties. When his official life commenced 
the wall of the Peking outer city was 
to bo built, aud he was ongaged upon 
this work, When beheaded, the son 
was stated to have plauned rebellion, 
and to have bad seoret relations with 
the Japanese. In his houge was fouud 
after his death more than thirty thou. 
sand taols of gold, and more than two 
million taels of silver. Othor valuable 
property collected there, amounted to 
several million taels more, 

‘The Consorate is a very old Ohineso 
institution aud when bad officials fall 
into disgrace it is usually through the 
memorials of Censors. It was so in 
the case of Yon Sung and his son. 
Bat the overthrow of great favourites 












































in the reign of au emperor who was 
weak enough to allow himself to bo 
imposed upon by Taoiste who mado 
decootions to confer immortality, and 
who was foolish enough to trust men, 
not for their honesty and ability, but 
for their flattering speeches and their 
subservienoy, wasa vory difficult thing. 
Still, when every one knew the orimes 
of these men, there were may to help, 
aud the victory was won by repetition 
of attacks. Among the assailants 
Wang-jen was the man who wi 
ordered to bring Yen Shi-fan in ohaing 
to the onpital, It is related of this 
Censor that when moditating on the 
crimes of Yen Sung he doubted if he 
could be rained by any efforts. Tho 
Queen of Heaven appeared to him and 
eucouraged him to send forward the 
memorial of impeachment which he 
bad prepared, and which lay on the 
table before him, The goddess assured 
him that succoss would follow and that 
‘Yen Sung would be certainly disgraced, 
‘The eveut, says the story, proved the 
foreknowledge of the goddess to be no 
dream of the idle fanoy. 











‘TRE PORTUGURSE. 

Tr is regrettable that so valuable and 
respectable a section of our community 
as the Portuguese residents among us 
should be considered open to such 
doubts a8 have been oast upon their 
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political status in China by a Corres- 
pondent of this journal. The question 
put by ‘Enquirer, however, while not, 
ag wo think, franght with any issues 
at all likely to prejudice the interests 
of the Portuguese, nevertheless opens 
& somewhat extensive field of contro- 
very, and in view of certain hints 
recently dropped by our Correspondent, 
in Maoao, we think the presont a favour. 
able opportauity for offering a fow 
remarks upon the subject. The whole 
point is 8 very sore one to China, and 
wo regret that, according to what our 
Maono Correspondent writes, there is 
but a poor chances of its being amionbly 
arranged by an interview botween 
Governor da Graga aud Li Hung- 
chiang. ‘The ciroumstauces under which 
that city passed into the hands of 
Portugal are briefly these, Mncao was 
first tonauted by Portuguese tradors 
in the year 1557, the neighbourhood 
boing alrendy sanctified in the eyes 
of all good Catholics by laving been 
the scene of the labours and death 
of the great missionary Francis Xavier. 
The new sottlers, however, who had 
come for peaceful purposes of com. 
merce, were soon harassed by pirates, 
with whom the Chinese authorities were 
absolutely powerless to cope. ‘he 
robbers went so far as to blockade 
the city of Cunton, and the Chinese 
wore eventually placed in the ham 
linting position of having to bank tt 
Portuguese for getting rid of them. 
It was tho Portuguese settlers who 
succeeded in raising tho blockade of 
Canton and clenring the seas, ond 
from that time the fortunes of Macao 
began to rise, ‘The East India Co. and 
the Dutch ‘Trading Co., both established 
offices there, aud both enjoyed the 
benefits of Portuguese protection, In 
gratitude for the services rendered by 
Portugal, the Chinese granted to that 
country a lease of the city at the 
popporcorn rent of Tis, 500 por annum, 
and it was eo far reooguised as a 
Portuguese possession that the chief 
magistrato of it was called a Governor. 
‘This satisfactory arrangement continued 
in force till 1848, when Governor 
Forroira do Amaral refused to pay the 
rent any longer, upset the Chinese 
Ouatom-house, drove the Chinese out, 
‘and pliced Mnono upon tho footing of n 
recognised colony of tho Crown, It 
was this high-hauded measure, and the 
subsequent continuance of the policy 
which actuated it, that has led to the 
bad blood between Portugal and China, 
and all attempts to make a treaty lave 
been ansucceseful. China will enter 
into no agreement which is based upon 
Portuguese sovereignty in Macao, and 
Portugal will enter into none whi 
oes not recognise this fally ; aud the 
cousequence is, ns our Correspondent Las 
pointed ont, that there is no Portuguese 
Minister at Peking, and the position 
of Portuguese Consuls at other places 
is exceedingly equivocal. ‘The princi- 
pal questions are, oan a country which 
has uo ‘Treaty with another cvuntry 
have a Consul there; and, if uot, what 









































is the status of subjects of that unre. 
presented country while on the terri 
tory of the other? Now as our Trea- 
ties with China are worded, it certainly 
seems as if Consul owed his exist- 
ence and his position to the Treaty 

nd to that alone. It is by virtue of 
Treaties that the right of oue Power 
to appoint Consuls to reside in the 
territory of the other Power is formu- 
Inted and recognised. ‘Tho right of 
consalships stands or falls with the 
right of legation, and if the right of 
legation is repudiated by any govern- 
ment on the ground of some unredros- 
sed grievance it is difficult to see on 
what principle of international law 
cousuls can bo either appointed or 
acknowledged, ‘The only answor that 
can be given to this is, we believe, that 
the insertion ina ‘Treaty of a clause 
giving the right of appoiuting Consuls, 
and 80 reudering the Consul depend 
on the Treaty for bis official states, is 
4a peculiarity, or accident, of our rela- 
tions with Far Enstorn Powers. Here, 
the ‘Treaty is antecedent to the Consul; 
in Europe, the Consul is antecedent to 
the ‘Treaty, or rather independent of it, 
IE this principle be applied to our deal. 
ings with China—and there is no rea- 
son why it should not be—the Consul for 
Portugal lias as mach right to be reoog- 
ised ns the Consul for any other Power, 
and any refusal on tho part of th 
Chinese authorities to so recognise him 
might be held as just onuse for the 
exnotion of reprisals. It is only a little 
unfortunate that this consideration is 
80 far iguored hy commou usage aud 
the wording of our Land Regulations 
Unt the Cousalar body is in nearly 
every instance referred tons the Trenty 
Consuls; seeing that by no stretch of 
language can the cousular representa. 
tive of a country hich has no Treaty 
with China be included in that desigua- 
tion, As matter of fact, however, 
the Portuguese Consul is recognised 
by the local Chinese authorities 
for all practical purposes that ns been 
proved to be enflicient, Nor, as a 
twatter of fuct, need Portuguese subjects 
suffer by the uusntisfactory state of 
affuirs between their Government and 
that of China, It is provided by the 
Land Regulations of 1879 that 
“Every foreigner, ... baving pid 
all tnxes due, etc. ete. alinll be 
entitled to vote in the election of the 
members of the Council, and at the 
public meetings;” and also that “it shall 
be competent to ary two persons, being 
foreigners, entitled to vote, to nominate 
‘any duly qualified porson for election as 
‘amember of Council.” As far, therefore, 
as his privileges and liberties as a 
citizen of Shanghai are concerned, the 
Portnguese subject stands upon as 
favourable aud sure a fuoting as that of 
‘any other nation, and one not likely to be 
shaken. But none the less is it re- 
grettablethatsobitter and long-standing 
A dispute should exist between the two

fer upon the vital point itself—the

There seems 
however no doubt of one thing, that 
the nominal rental paid by Portugal 
for so many years was suddeuly re-

REMARKS ON THE RECENT FLOOD OF 
KIANGSI AND CHEKIANG, DEFORESIIZATION 
AND BAROMETRICAL READING, &c,

The closing mouths of 1882 disclosed to 
the voyager on the Lower Yangtsze a sad 
spectacle: effects of the flood of the pro- 
coding summer, Steamers of the Chinn 
Merchiante’ 8.N. Co. are i 
charges e1 
hand clothing from Shanghai and Chin- 
kiang to Wulu and Anching, being 
contributions from the benevolent of Soo- 
chow, Hangchow, and cities adjoining, for 
sufferers by the floods of July aud Auguat 
last. ‘The Kiangfoo brought up in her last 
trip about a hundred bales containing 
some thirteen thousand suits of garments, 
Another evidence catastrophe is 
furnished by tensive areas of #1 
b and An-ching 
undrained. In addition to the immediate 
Joes of life occasioned by that s ad 
unprecedented flood, there has been great 
suffering of the houseless from fever, culd, 
audgeneral impoverishment, which the au- 
thorities aud the well-to-do have done much 
to mitigate, 

In the absence of statist 
quirers in China must fain resort to com- 
mon report for information, which, if 
seldom valuable, is generally interesting. 
‘The prevalence of floods as a consequence 
of doforestisation is well known, fearful 
oxamples having been recently furnished 
in Hungary and Spain} aud I have thought 
it worth while on this trip up the “Great 
Thiver” to institute inquiries to ascertain if 
this portion of China suffers from tl 
cause. China, though hoary with age, 
not xo old but that the process of denudi 
the hills of tre 
The treeless aspect of the hills of the Lo: 
Yanytse now attracts attention from every 
voyager, yet no referouco is made to 
their barren condition by Ellis or Davis 
in their narratives of Lord Ambhorst’s 
Embassy (1816); but wooded hills are 
alluded to, particularly by the former 
writer, from which it would soom that 
deforestisation is recent. An elderly native 
of Nanking confirms this, saying that in 
his youth the hills of that ancient capital 
wrere well wooded. ‘That extont of deuuda- 
tion however could havenoappreciable effect: 

producing Yangtsze flvods ; the inunda- 
by which the lower country is freque 

cl came from the Poyang Lake, 

which very little is accurately 
known either as regards ite floods or 
its rain-fall. It is known only that 
there is evidence of a great thinuing out 
of forests on the mountains of Southern 
Kiangsi, although’ it has not been 
carried to’ the extent that Chéhkiang 
has experienced, where arboriculture is 
systematically pursued to meet demands 
for timber: extensive pineries being laid 
out every year in the southeri 
that provi In the hills near the coast 
which are stript annually of yrass, ferns and 
bushes for fuel, the ps gradual 
deundation of th: distinctly ob- 
servavle, The soil is never carpeted by 
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Jeaves ; no. humus forms ; rain, instead of 
slowly’ percolating as through’ a sponge, 
rushes in water-courses as from the roof of 
a house into gutters, speedily dilling them, 
_and carzyitig with it soil which tends to in- 
crease the evil. In this way, the lakes 
are destined to become desiccated much 
sooner. than they otherwise would be. It 
in because of the occasional sudden’ rush 
of waters that freshots aro always attri- 
buted to the sponting of chiao,—subterra- 
nean monsters, Soveral of these are r 
ported as being concerned in tho lai 
floods, both in Chéhkiang and Kiangsi. 
‘While there is conclusive evidence that 
there has in rocent times beon a great 
destruction of forests, a demand for tim- 
bor following the ‘destructive Taiping 
robellion, it is not clear that floods have 
proportionately increased in mumber or 
rapidity ; itis however what might be ex- 
pocted, and itis what is afirmed by native 
when accosted on the subject. Doubtle: 
+ the increasing demand for timber will lead 
to a degroo of doforestization which, if 
not checked by arboriculture, will necossi- 
tato the interference of government in 
order to minimiso tho destructive force of 
floods, by treo planting. 

‘The late floods followed an extraordinary 
rainfall which extended over a consider- 
able portion of the Nanshan range, causing 
inundations of the ‘Tsien-tang, and of the 
southern and eastern foedors of the Poyang 
lake. Data aro as yot insuficient to afford 
much information on Chinese hyetagraphy, 
but it will probably bo found that those 
mouutains are subject to a remarkably 
heavy rainfall. 

‘Thore are several meteorological facts 
that preceded 
fall, which, if in nowise correlated, are 
noteworthy, Tho preceding summer was 
noted for a larger number of typhoons than 
have yet boon recorded for a single seasou. 
No loss than twenty cyclones occurred iv 
the China Soa, which extonded to a period 
far into the autumn, ‘The winter of 1881-2 
was characterised by an extraordinary 
auti-cyclonic condition of the atmosphere 
‘The barometer was higher than had hitherto 

ved; the winter was an open 
sin was closed by ice later and 
opened to navigation earlior than ust 
the thermometer at Shanghai rau: 
higher than it had for mavy preceding 
years; and, finally, thoro was another cvin- 
cidence, te seisniological record for 1882 
shows an extraordinary number of coastal 
earthquakes. 

In referring to tho barometer, I was 
about to state that Inst winter the baro- 
motor indicated the highest known readiny 
but the present season surpasses even the 
last, On the 22nd ult, at Haukow, Me. 
‘Titoushkin’s barometer, rated at the Kew 
Observatory, attained 31.06. M. Fauvel’s 
instrument, rated at Zicawei Observatory, 
indicated the same degroe of atmospheric 
pressure ; mereurial barometor 30.92. 
The meteorological abnormalities that 
distinguished the winter of 183! 
Central China were aynchronous with 
similar phenomenain Western Europe. The 
contro of highest barometrical prossure 
was over eastern France and Switzerland.* 
It having been reported to tho French 
‘Academy of Science that the unpreceden- 
tedly high pressure which then prevailed, 
caused, or was atlended by, a fall of 
two feet in the waters of the Mediter- 
ranean, I hav 
giaters of the 

at oxtraordinary atmospheric pressure 
has produced any appreciable effect on the 
waters of this river, now, not fac from its 
lowest point. It would m that the 
registers confirm the assertion that like 
causes produce like effects. Taking the 
‘Wahu record as an example, there was a 
sudden fall of abotit a foot this year, 
well as last year, on the great riso of the 
barometer, whereas the regular daily fall at 
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the same season is about one inch. The 
anticyclonic area (that of high barometric 
reading) extended at least over the Lower 
Yangleze. 

Fluviatile inundations are followed in 
many parts of the world by outbreaks of 
intermittent fever and various maladi 
hile others, as those of the Mississippi, 
are not inimical to public health, as has 
been shown by New Orleans statistics 
published by Dr. Chaillo. On inquiry, I 
find that the Yangtsze floods do not give 
rise to zymotic diseases. I have examined 
the register of the Mission Hospital under 
charge of Dr. Mawbey, Hankow, and can 
discover no evidence of disease being un- 
usually rife after the periodical floods 
subside; and foreign residents concur 

affirming that floods have never proved 
sources of ill health. On the contrary, 
it is believed that the surplus waters 
cover anid destroy malarial germs, which 
is supposed to bo tho caso at New Or- 
leans, Still, Tfind that although the Yang- 
tszo doos not deposit organisms which be- 
come zymotic germs, some natives believe 
that ague is rather more common when the 
waters retire than before. In one respect 
the floods certainly prove hurtful ; field 
labourers by constant wading suffer very 
extensively from ulcerated legs. In 
deploring the consequences of deforesti 
tion I omitted to state that forest thin- 
ning has had a counterbalancing effect in 
the sonth of China, reducing the rarages 
of jungle malaria, which recedes with the 
advance of agriculture.

Asa Report just issued has again brought 
the subject of popular education before 
public, the present may be considered a 
fitting opportunity for calling attention to 
the work which, for the last three years, 
has been done by St. John's Csllege at 
Tesatiold. ‘The Executive of the institution 
have never-songht publicity ; they have 
preferred to carry out the objects they have 
in view quietly and unobtrusively, and 
appear to have attained satisfactory results, 
‘The College, ax our readers are aware, is 
distant about five miles from tho Settle- 
ment and the drive to it along the Bubbling 
Well and Jessfield Roads is an exceedingly 
pleasant one; but the approaches to it are 
apt to give an unfavourable impression, as 
thotane leading tothoentrancois narrow and 
not particularly well kept. Having 
the gates, visitors canuot fail to be 
with the appearance of the grounds, which 
extend over an area of about thirteen aci 
0 are flower Leds of varions 
sizes and designs which, at a later period 
of the year, probably add greatly to the 
appearaues of the place. In addition to 
these is a variety of evergreen and or- 
namental trees, planted in clusters and 
avenues, which agroeably relieve the flat- 
ness of the site, which otherwise might be 
rather monotonous. 

‘The College consists of several bu 
detached from each other, viz., the Bishop’. 
and masters’ residences, boys” school, itl: 
school, hospitals, chapel, oitices, etc. ‘The 
former are substantially built, two-storeyed 
houses which thoroughly answer the pur- 
poses for which they are intended, but do 
not call for special notice. ‘The girls’ school 
is situated at tho further ond of the lawn; 

8 accommodation for about forty 
pupils, to which number the management 
usually limit themselves. ‘The school is 
under the immodiate superintendence of 
Mrs. Boone, whois assisted by Miss Huang, 
the native matron, Ou the ground fivor 
there are throe or four class-rooms, recep- 
tion room, chapel, ete. In the former, 
instruction is daily given. ‘The mornings 
are devoted to purely literary work, which 
includes the ordinary branches of native 
‘education, not omitting the Chinese cldssics, 
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the works of ancient authora being daily 





read by, and explained to, tho pupils. 
There is also an English class, the members 
of which aro well and carefully taught on 
asystem somewhat similar to that which 
prevails in Board Schools at home, as far as 
circumstances will admit, In the after- 
noons the pupils are employed at industrial 
work, such as sewing, spinning, etc., ete., 
which helps to support the funds of the 
school, as the articles of clothing, otc. 
made by the girls are sold aud th 
proceeds applied to tho defrayal of neces. 
sary expenses. ‘The neatly and tastefully 
equipped little chapel, in which daily 
prayers aro anid, possesses ample accommno- 
dation for scholars and teachers. ‘Tho dor- 
mitories on the second floor aro a pattern 
of order and cleanliness, and the kitchens, 
offices, etc., at the back of the school ara 
ample for all requirements. ‘Tho ages of 
the pupile range from ten to eighteen years, 
Wo aro informed that many of 
betrothed to pupils in the boy 
who are being trained for the ministry ; 
and in the erent of their marriage the 
managers confidently hope they may here- 
after prove valuable workers in the mission 
field. We may hero state that the school 
above referred to was originally formed by 
the amalgamation of two others which 
were formerly conducted, the one by Mrs, 
‘Thompson at West Gato, and the oth 
Miss Nehon at Hongkewr, Every amu 
ment in tho way of books, music, flowers 
etc. is provided in ordor that tho children 
may feo! as much at home as possible.

more particularly refer later on. ‘I'he Anglo- 
Chineso Depactmont is deserving of special 
notice. It is much to be regretted that 
tho management have not thought Gt t 
bring it more prominently before the public 
as it is undoubtedly a groat acquisition 
to tho class for whom it is specially 
intended, and at whose desire it wan 
originally established. ‘The pupils are 
mostly the sons of compradores and and the 
higher class of Chinese in the Settlements, 
‘They are received at a monthly payment of 
$6, oxclusive of food and clothing; they aro 
not bound by the six years’ rule and are fre 
to leavoat any time. Unlike the pupils in 
the other departments who are compelled to 
receive Christian instruction, no restraint 
is placed on them in the matter of religion ; 
they are porfectly at liberty to attend 
service in the chapel or to refrain from 
doing so as they may think Gt, The de- 
partment is ably superintended by Dr. 
Smith, tho Head Master, who is assisted by 
an eficient staff of native teachers, The 
course includes readiny, apelling, writing, 
composition, grammar, arithmetic, uatural, 
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philosophy, geography, ete. To judge from 
some samples of writing and English com- 
position which were shown us on the ocea- 
sion of a recent visit, the boys appear to be 
thoroughly well taught and well prepared 
for clerical or other duties in foreign hongs.

OPIUM-CULTIVATION AND MINING 18 CHINA. 
———— 

(rnoM A CORRESPONDENT IN THE NORTH.) 

In my former communication I endea- 
voured to show the disadvautages accruing 
from the culture of opium to the capitalist, 
the trader, and the farmer, as compared 
with the rosulte from mining. To-day I 
take leave to point out the disadrantages 
with which it is attended to the market- 
gardener, the carrier, and the labourer. 

Proprietors of garden land generally let 
out their ground, and the lowest price they 
receive is 300 cash, or 25 Mexican cents 
per strip averaging 2} kung long by 1 kung 
broad. A kung (FJ) is a measure of fire 
or six cubits, of which fifty count as a 
Dbowshot, and three hundred go to a li. 
One mot of land laid out in strips con- 
tains ninety kung, which gives a yearly 
rental of $22.5 per mou, oc say Tls. 15}; 
‘When the ground is devoted to raising 
vegetables, the lesaee receives a return of 
at least 30’ Mexican conts per strip, and 
may count upon five crops a year. Cal- 
culate this on ninety s to the mou, 
and you get an aunual revenue of $135 or 


Tis, 94475. But if the ground ia used for 




















opium, tho gardener loses two crops of 
vegetables equal to $54 or Tis. 37.80, 
against a yield of opium of 9 catties per 
‘mou=Tls. 12.60 representing a loss to the 
cultivator of Tis. 25.20. This at any rate is 
the case with those whose plots of land are 
in the neighbourhood of a town. It is 
possible that the loss is not equally great 
in every instance, but when the opium has 
been tlie readiest of sale, and under the 

at favourable circumstances, there is 
still a difference of ‘ls. 9 per mow to’ the 
prejudice uf the drug. We see, therefore, 
that opium cultivation brings in uo profit 
to the gardener. 

Now, as regards tho carrier, Six square 
miles contain 23,040 mou, and this yields, 
say, 2074 piculs of opium, at 9 cattios the 
mou. To convey this from Ta-ming Fu to 
Tientsin, the carrier would recoive at the 
very highest computation Tl. 1 per picul, 
‘Ts, 2074 altogether, On the other 
hand, to convey 821,250 tons of coal—vide 
my last letter—at Tl. 1 per ton, would 
produce a sum showing a difference of 
‘Ms. 819,176 in favour of coal as against 
opium, calculating the yield of each on the 
basis of the six square miles. 

A x difference will also effect the 
labourer. To cultivate opium on six square 
miles=23,040 mow gives Inbour to 23,040 
men, one man being employed on oxch 
mo. To work a ton of coal, the Chinese 
estimate that ten mon aro required ; 0 
that each at pit yielding 250 tons a day 
2,500 men would find work. Now there 
ate nino pits at Pang-chung within the 
stated square-mileage, and wo therefore seo 
that employment would be found for 22,500 
men, and that all the year round, instead of 
for six months only aa in the ense 
At Ta-ming Fu the farm-labo 
only fifty cash a day; the miner from 100 
to 150 cash. One is employed, therefore, 
only half the time and at half the wayes 
against the constant employment of the 
miner at double wages. ‘The advantage to 
the labourer is thus greatly in favour of 

ng. 

‘Phero aro also many other small advan- 
tages which could be mentioned, but which 
would occupy too much spaco in your 
valuable paper. But the fact is too well 
known to necessitate its being dilated on 
more fully—the groater the number of 
men employed in a given, industry, ‘the 
grentor tho facility for the development of 
othor industries. ‘Tho prosont writer: hopes 
that those lines may not be without their 
due influeneo in the proper quarters, and 
that both the governors and governed in 
this Empire may seo and learn that, inde- 
pendently of opinim, they possess resources 
which, if properly worked, will redound 
to the welfare of tho stato and the benefit

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attendance, an unusual number of gentle- 
men who are not members of the Society 
being presont.

‘Wilson were unanimously elected members 
of the Society. 

‘The CxamacaN then rose to read a paper 
by Dr. Eakins, tho subject boing, — What 
did tho ancient Chinese know of Greece 
and Rome?” Ho said their friend had 
entered with very great research into the 
subject. If would, however, probably le

Ho arrived at tho 
Great Sea in the territory of Syria, but 
tho sailors of the west border of Parthia, 
which we must suppose to be the Persian 
Gulf, told the Chinese envoy that the sea 
was wide, and would require three months 
with a fair wind to cross it; with adverse 
winds sometimes two years were required, 
On this account, sailors, on leaving, pro 
vided grain for three years.

But apart from this hypothoti- 
cal course of reasoning they knew that 
early in the Christian era the imperial 
powor of Rome greatly extended itself in 
the direction of Central Asia, and countries 
wore mentioned in the course of the paper 
before them which they could identity very 
clearly.

Ho said 
that every point of interest in history, 
whether they turned to that of Greece, 
Rome or England, hinged upon the question 
of liberty—liberty for the individual, and, 
through that, necessarily, liberty for the 

‘Stop by step they had in England 
out this principle of liberty, from 
the time when the curfew tolled not only 

passing day but the time when 
every individual was to go into his house, 
up to the time when English liberty 
was crowned by the act of Magna Charta. 
Onward still they went, and to-day they 
could boast a political freedom which he 
thought he might say was  unequalle: 
There was a limit to tho legitimate inte 
ference of collective opinion with indi 
1 independence. He contended th: 
every mau had a perfect right over his 
own health, wheth physical or moral 
ery mau was sole and independer 
n of his own life, Carry out this 
priuciple of collective power overral- 
ing private judgment, and there was 
no violation of liberty that it would not 
justify. John Stuart Mill, in his Essay 
on Liberty, had said that the sole and only 
thing for which mankind were warranted, 
individually or collectively, in interfering 
with the liberty of any of their number, 
-protectiou—that the only object 
for which power could be rightly exercised 
any member of a civilized community 
against his own will was the good of the 
commuuity ; the only part of the conduct 
y one for which he was amenable to 
society was that which concerned others. 
Over himself—over his own body and mind 
he was the sole sovereign. (Applause.) 

‘The Rev. W. L. Groves said he was not 
surptised that their secretary should havo 
had some difficulty in finding some one to 
open this debate in the allirmative. 
thought there were few who would 
feel themselves honoured in taking that

‘THE QUANG-SE ROAD TRAGEDY. 
ARREST OF ONE OF THE MURDERERS. 
——_-— 

,A Correspondent of the Shén Pao says : 
“Ou the 29th day of the 11th moon, in 
the afternoon, a Soochow city policeman, 
Wang Hsiang by naine, was smoking opium 
at one of the shops when he saw a person 
dressed in very fine clothes, but with ill- 
bred manners, also smoking opium on the 
same couch, ‘This person was tall 
people about the recent mur: 
hai. The suspicions of the nati 
were aroused, and after talking to the man 
for a while he became convinced th 
had been guilty of some crime. He im- 
mediately reported the matter to the City 
Magistrate, who despatched two cavalry 
police to apprehend the man. Hoe was 
taken into custody, and on the night of 
the 30th he was examined by the magistrate 
aud confessed that his ame was Jéu Hsiao- 


















chiian, a native of Soochow, and that he 
had a’brother who was tax-collector of the 
Yamen. When the magistrate questioned 

im concerning the murder case at Shang- 
hai the aceused stoutly denied all know- 
ledgo of it; but when torture was applied 
he made a statement to the effect that he 
was cook at a certain theatre at Shanghai, 
and was also cook to the murdered couple. 
He said, however, that the murder was 
planned byaTientsin man. Jén Hsiao-chiian 
isa porson with thick eye-lashes and high 
cheek-bones, twenty-six years of age. He 
was placed in chains.and fetters, aud his 
brother wasalsolocked up.”—Another letter 
to the Sién Pao from Soochow states that 
the accused cook, Shun Fa, on the 30th day 
of the 11th moon in the afternoon walked 
through the alley of the Orphan Asylum to 
atea-shop. After drinking tea at the shop 
he went to a wine-shop, where he met two 
or threo friends and got a little tipsy. At 
that time two native policemen of Soochow 
were also in the wine-shop. They, se 
ing something suspicious, carefully watched 
hit, and when he went out followed him 
down a small alley and into an opium shop, 
where he went to take his usual allowance 
of opium. ‘The City police placed them- 
selves ouacouch opposite to the couch where 
Shun Fa was smoking, and began to talk 
about the recent murder and incendiary case 
at Shanghai, saying how strange it was 
that such a murder could hare been com- 
mitted in so civilized a community as that 
of Shanghai. Shua Fu, after listening a 
while, suddenly said,’ ‘It is indeed 
strange.” ‘Tho Police asked him some 
questions about the matter, and after a 
while Shan Fu said in an emphatic manner 
that he and the murdered gentleman, 
Chang, had ouco beon mast 
and that he, Shun Fa, was at this Chang's 
house on the 15th day by the 11th moon, 


















































and so forth. ‘The police, taking advantage 
of the admission, questioned him very 
carefully ; but ho appeared very much 
confused, and would answer no que 
tions, ‘The police accordingly, arrested 
him and forwarded him to the yamen, 
where he was examined. He will be 
to Shenghai, At present he is in prison 
in Soochow, and saya that day of 
his arroat he walked through the alley of 
the Orphau Asylum four times without any 
























fixed purpose. After only a 
aery small quautity of wine, he felt that he 
was in a very intricate place and did not 
know where to go—ho felt as if he were 





under some spell. Superatitious people of 
course believe that the ghost of the mur- 
dored man was with him, 

Tt appears that the names Jén Hsiao- 
chiian and Shun Fu belong to one and the 
same person, It is supposed that the pi 
soner took au alias after he had committed 
the murder.

‘THE EDUCATION REROR: 
We extract from the Report recently 
presented to the Municipal Council by the 


Educational Committee, the following 
passnges, which are of practical interest at 
the present tim 
With regard to the present wants of 
the community, the Reverend Mr. Groves 
ascertained, in April last, that the Foreign 
non-Roman Catholic children of respect- 
able European parentage above six years 
of age in the Settlement numbered fifty-six 
boys aud seventy-seven girls, while at the 
saine time Mr. Penfold informed us that 
he kuew of the existence in Hongkew of 
fourteen boys and sixteen girls, of European 
descent, who do not attend’ any sci 
their parents not possessing the mea 
pay for their childcen’s schooling. Apart 
from the necessities of these Settlements, 
there is little doubt that should the Council 
be in a position to arrange for the enlarge- 
meut or remodelling of any of the existing 
schools, or should auy new school -of 8 




















permanent nature be established “under 
their auspices, such as would moot the 
wants of this community, they would be 
able to reckon upon considerable support 
from the parents of children resident at 
those adjacent ports, where at present no 
adequate means of European education are 





Your Committee have gone very care- 
fully into the question of the advisability 
of establishing a large General Public 
School to be under control of the Municipal 
Council, but the result of their enquiries 
Jeads them to believe that such a scheme 
can only be entered upon after the coi 
munity has been canvassed for subs 
tions, and a considerable amount of outside 
support guaranteed. They find that a large 
proportion of parents who can afford it, 
prefer to engage privale governosses for 
children when young, aud as they grow up 
to send them home to be educated, yot, 
your Committee believe that mauy woul 
be found willing to contribute towards the 
establishment of a first-class educational 
institution on the spot; added to which 
is the fact that there is a large and increas- 
ing number of children whose parents aro 
not able to send them home, Your Com- 

i shown how far the existing 
ulGil the requirements of the 
case, They have, as is seen, personally 
visited all the leading institutions and 
have also obtained from the managers the 
particulars aud statistics which are given 
in the Appendix. It will be noted from 
the account of the pupils at the French 
establishments that they are largely availed 
of (sic) by Protestants as well as Roman 
Catholics, At the same time thero are, 
unquestionably, a considerable number of 
Protestant parents who object to having 
their children under the caro of Roman 
Catholics, and for tho education of whom 
it is desirable that further school accommo- 
dation be if possible provided, 

‘A good school for boys is the more 
pressing want, but doubtless a similar 
institution for girls is also needed.’ Your 
Committee think, however, that it is 
enough for the present to settle the ques- 
tion of a boys’ school leaving the Rate- 
payers to deviso the plan of a girls’ school 
at a futuro period. ‘The nucleus of a good 
boys’ school, as has been pointed out, 
exists in the Auglo-Chinese School. Your 
Committeo were well satisfied with tho 
course of instruction adopted there ; but, 
as wo haye shown above, it would requi 
enlargement were any important increase 
to be made in the number of scholars, The 
accommodation could be increased by an 
addition to the present building, but to do 
this and to provide additional masters is 
more than the funds at presont at the 
disposal of the iustitution can afford. A 
letter which will be found in the Appendix 
(No. 10) has been addressed to the ‘Trustees 
upon the sabject of transferring the school 
to the control of the Council and to obtain 
ing Municipal aid; and the reply from the 
‘Peustees just to hand (Appendix No. 11) 
affords ground for the belief that the 
necessary consent of the Church Missionary 
Society in London to some change of th 
nature may yet be obtaiued. Your Co: 
mittee now recommend that the Council 
continue the negotiation thus commenced, 
and in the desire that an arrangement be 
formed with the Trustees upon the basis 
laid down in the correspondence referred 
to, advise that provision for a grant to this 
school be made in the forthcoming budget, 

With regard to the Eurasian School your 
Committee consider that its conversion 
upon the principles recommended abov 
will enable it to meet the wants of all those 
childcen whose welfare the public can 
reasonably be expected to look after, and 
they would suggest the following changes 
being made :— 

1.—That the Ratepayers authorise the 
Council to enter into arrangements with

In Gray Surerrxas and T-Crorus only trifling quantities havo been taken, but there have been sales of English Suzerinas and Jaana 
at former rates to a larger extent then we have seen for some little time. The demand for Warrs Sarurmxos has fallen away. 

In AxeRIcAN Goons little has been done ; the market for them is firm. 

Wooutexs—Camlets are slightly higher ; other kinds of goods are unchanged. 

Money has been cheaper for the greater part of the week, but there has been a very considerable enquiry for loans at two and three 
moutlis at 8 to 10 per cent, 

‘The general and the metal market has been very dull. At the outports business is almost at a standstill. 

‘The stocks of goods held here on the 3let December, az ascertained by the Chamber of Commerce, will bo found in another place ;
